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ORDINANCE NO. 2004-041 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA; PERTAINING TO COURT-RELATED FEES, 
ASSESSMENTS, PENALTIES, CHARGES AND COSTS; 
REPEALING SECTIONS 10-1, 10-2, 10-3, 10-4, 10-5, 10-7 
AND 10-8 OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE 
(CODIFYING ORDINANCES 92-24, 94-6, 97-1 AND 97-2); 
PROVIDING FOR SAVINGS CLAUSE; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING 
FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Florida Legislature adopted Senate Bill 2962 related to the funding of 
the state courts system; and 

WHEREAS, prior to the adoption of Senate Bill 2962. counties were authorized to 
impose various court-related fees, assessments, penalties, charges and court costs by ordinance: 
and 

WHEREAS, counties are no longer authorized to impose certain court-related fees. 
penalties, charges, assessments and costs as a result of the adoption of Senate Bill 2962: and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners desires to adopt 
an ordinance to repeal sections of the Palm Beach County Code imposing certain court-related 
fees, penalties, charges, assessments and costs, which are no longer authorized by law. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Section 1. Repeal of Laws. 


Sections 10-1, 10-2, 10-3, 10-4, 10-5, 10-7. and 10-8 of the Palm Beach County Code 


are hereby repealed in their entirety. 

Section 2. Savings Clause. 

Notwithstanding any provision of this Ordinance to the contrary, the repeal of Sections 
10-1, 10-2. 10-3. 10-4. 10-5. 10-7. and 10-8 of the Palm Beach County Code shall not affect 
any outstanding fines, penalties, assessments, charges, liens or other casts imp«-sed pursuant to 
those sections prior to the effective date of this Ordinance and the provisions of Sections 10-1, 
10-2, 10-3, 10-4, 10-5, 10-7, and 10-8 of the Palm Beach County Code are specifically 
preserved and shall remain in full force and effect for such limited purpose. 

Section 3. Severability. 

If any section, paragraph. sentence. clause. phrase. or word of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held by a Court of competent jurisdiction to be unconstitutional, inoperative. or void. 
such holding shall not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Palm Beach 
County Code. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or re-lettered to accomplish 
such, and the word “ordinance” may be changed to “section.” “article.” or other appropriate 


word. 


Section 5. Effective Date. 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the 


Department of State.
